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AN ACT FOR THE SUPPRESSION OF THUGGY AND 
DACOITY. ; ; 





Tt has been a matter of serious thought with Hie Highness” 
the Maharajah of Jeypore to reform aud remodel the laws relating ~ 
to the suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity, and to adopt medsures 
for the better management of that clase of crimes with a view to 
afford increased security of life and property to the subjects of all 
creeds, colours and castes living within the torritories subject to the 
Govornment of Jeypoor. Be it enacted, by order of His Highness 
the Maharajah, that -— 


1. This Act shall have the designation of an Act for, the 
suppression of Lhuggy and Dacoity. 


2, From and after the date of the passing of this Act all” 
Officers, Jagecrdars, and subjects of every description, whether Hindu, * 
Mahomedan, or Native Chyistian, living within the territories eub- 
jot. to the Government of Teypore, shall be subject to the operation 
‘of this Act: and the said Officers, Jagcerdars and subjects shall in 
all instances when it may concern them be required to render © 
facilities to the utmost of their power and authority to the operation 
of the said Act. . ‘ 
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3, Provided it is the order of His Highness the Maharajah 
the Jeypore, Government shall have power, authority, and disete- 
tion o repeal, alter, or modify tho whole or a part or parts of this 
Act at any time and under any circumstance whatever whether 
for the benefit or the exigencies of the State. 


4, Provided it is the order of the Maharajah the Jeypore,’ 
Government shall have power, anthority, and diseretion to add any- 
thing to this Act either in the original, in the shape of asupplement, 
or in notes and constructions at any time and under any cireum- 
stance whatever. 


5. Provided it ig the order of the Maharajah* the Jeypore, 
Government shall have power, authority, and discretion to appoint, 
depute, or entrust any Officer or Officers for the operation, execution, 
control, or management of this Act. “ 


6. Provided it is the order of the Maharajah the Jeypore, 
Government shall have power, authority and discretion to suspend, 
dismiss, remove from office, or functions of office, or otherwise 
punish by fine, imprisonment, &c., any Officer or Officers appointed 
for the opgration, execution, &., of this Act,* 
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7. Provided itis the order of the Maharajah the Jeypore, 
Government shall have power, authority, and digoretion to appaint 
the head-quarter and the district officers for the operation of this 
Act at any place within the territories af Jeypore, or to remove 
them from one place to another within the said territories. ; 


8. Provided it is the order of the Maharajah, the Jeypoor™ 
ooreroaies shall have power, authority, and discretion to appoints 
settle, or sanction any rate of pay and allowances for any Officer, 
or Ollicers appointed for the operation of this Act, either in land,” 
or in money, or in both, with or without consideration of unifor-.. 
mity in the ecale of such pay, &., among Officers of equal offices. 
and services. It. shull also have power, authority, and discretion: 
to allow, sanction, or grant the leave, or furlough of the officers: 
appointed for the operation of this Act. . ee 






9, Provided it is the order of the Maharajah, the Jeypore Go- 
vernment shall have power, authority, and discretion to tranefay 
from one district to another any Officer or Officers appointed for 
the operation of this Act, or to grant promotion “to deserving 
servants, or to admit outsiders to the Department. ‘ : 


; 10. Provided it is the order of the Maharajah, the Jeypore. 
Government shall havo power, authority, and discretion to fix the 
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procedure of this Act for the conduct of business either through 
the Council, or Officers of the State, or through any competent 
person or persons either connected with the Government or not. 


1], All existing Acts, Laws, Rules, Regulations, Usages, 
and customs for the suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity shall re- 
miain in force unless the whole or part or parts of them are con- 
tradictory to this Act for the suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity. 


12. There shall bo an Officer appointed at the head of the 
Department with the designation of Superintendent for the Sup- ” 
pression of Thuggy and Dacoity, and four “Deputy Superin- 
tendents” subordinate to him, with their respective establishments. 


43. Phe head-quarter of the Superintendent shall during the 
greater part of the year be located in Shekhawattee or Thowra- 
wattee, and for the remaining mouths in other Districts. 


VL. There shall be appointed a Girdawar at each of the seven- 
teen Districts and a number of Patrols under him, 
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15. ‘Tho Superintendent. for the suppression of Thuggy and 
Dacoity shall have rank and precedence equal to those of the 
Fonjdar of the eountry and the Deputy Superintendents equal te 
those of the Zilladara. 


16. Tt shall bo the duty of the Superintendent to execute the 
orders of tho Maharajah issued through the Council, or the orders of 
the Ministers issued by themselves in all matters connected with 
{he administration and management of the Department and ,to 
keop direct communication with the Ministry. 


147. Tn matters relating to the judicial business of the 
Department, the Superintendent shall act under the orders of the 
Baujdar, the Judges of the Appellate Court, and the Judicial 
Minivters of the Comeil, and on no account shall the Suporinten- 
dent or his deputies exceed their authority as detective officers. 


18. The Superintendent shall be the supervising officer of the 
Department and the medium of communication between tho 
authorities and the Deputy Superintendents. Bunt in matters of 
urgent business it shall be lawful for the authorities to have direct 
communication with fhe Deputy Superintendents, and the latter 
in their turn shall forward copies of the communication to the 
Superintendent for his information, . 
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19, Thero shall be a military force both infantry and cavaly ie 
kept in attendance with the Superintendent, the Deputy  Supering 
tendents, and the Girdawars. 





20, The military force and tho officer attached to it shall act 
under the orders of the Superintendent, the Deputy Superintendents : 
and the Girdawars. ; 


21. There shall be a body of detective police with the Supery, 
intendent, the Deputy Superintendents and the Girdawars selected: 
from the Meona tribe, also a number of professional robhera, 
dacoits, pick-pockets and bad characters of several descriptions. 
entertained on regular pay. 


22. The aforesaid robbers, bad characters, &., shall ba 
selected from prisoners of the Central Jail either by. com 
mutation of their sentences, or by the inducement’ of pay 
to those whose terme of imprisonment have expired. But = 
most effective means of securing the services of bad -cha« 
ractera would be by making one or’ two offenders, amongst a num 
her, the Maharajah’s guidance and the promjso of m of their 
crimes, 






23. Tt shall not be lawful for: th : 
Superintendcata, the Foujdar, the J: of tha Ay 
&e., to grant pardon and to make the offenders tn anj 
Maharajah’s guidance unless there is a total absence of clue’ 
dence from outside, and the said pardon shall on no. aoconnt 
granted, to any offender withont previously procuring the sanction 
of the Maharajah to that effect, fea

Jocal Nazims or Filladare, with the names, residences, castes, antece- 
dents, &e.; &., of such bad characters. 


28, It shall be incumbent upon the Department for, the 
suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity to keep a register for each 
village with the Girdawar, Putwaree, or any other responsible ead 
of the said village, containing the names of Meenas residing in,such, 
village and their occupation and character, and: on every, day 
after the approach of night, the said Girdawar, Putwarag, &c., 
shall be required to take a round of the village to fill.in_ the 
register with the presence or absence of the parties whose 
names ure ontered therein, and in the event of absence of any _ 
amongst them without previous notice, to take 1 propor account 
of such absence, and to report the same to the head Girdawar of the 
District through the local Police Officer, 


29. No male member of the Meena tribe above the age of 
twelve should be allowed to move out of his honse after nightfall 
without sufficient reason and without the sanction of the village 
authorities, y 
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$0. Should any Meona as detailed in Section 28 he required 
to move from his own village to another, he shall do so with the 
pass of the local officer of tha village, and if any one will proceed 
* fo any place without the said pass, he shall be liable to apprehension, 
‘avd shall be forwrded to the officer of the village from which he

31. In villages where such tribes as Meonas, Bowras,. of 
Sai. ces reside it shall he incumbent upon the Jegeerdara and village 
authorities to take notice of their presence in or absence from ie

32. Should any foreign subject after committing any criminal: 
offenee in any foreign state take shelter in the Jeypoor Territory ; 
and the police of tho said foreign state demand the surrender of tte: 
suid criminal, ib shall be the duty of the is velco for the Sq] 
pression of Thuggy and Dacoity to record a descriptive roll of the 
criminal with an abstract of the charges, and to make over suuh 
criminal to the said police and to receive « reecipt from them to 
that effect, And further it shall be the duty of the Department 
for the Suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity to impress npon the 
foreign police not to allow any criminal of the above description to 
enter into the Jeypoor territory. 
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pression of Thuggy and Daeoity to trace and apprehend, acco 
ing to the provisions ‘of Section 84 of this Act, all criminals 
whether of native or of foreign subjects, and whether the crime 
is committed in the Joypore territory or in the territories of a 
foreign state. And both the native and foreign criminals should 
be equally treated before the law. 


33. It shall be ihe duty of the Department for the ae 


34. It ahull be the duty of the Superintendent and the-De- 
pnty Superintendents in all cases of murder, dacoity, highwp 
robbery and theft to trace and apprehend the criminals thron 
the Thannadars, Patrols and Girdawars, and {o detain them on ‘the 
scene of crime und to cause the depositions of the criminals to be 
written down in the presence of the detective and other officers 
of the neighbourhood and the said depositions authenticated by 
trustworthy persons on the spot. & 






35. It shall be the duty of the Girdawars invariably, She 
the Deputy Superintendents when necessary, to present. th Von 
on the spot where murder, dacoity, &., are perpetrated, and.to, hold 
Sooruthal of the case or cases in the presence, and with the aid of 
the Thanadar and other local officers as detailed in the pieeding 
Section, and the declaration of the prosecutor should also hawwritten 
down on the spot. f a 
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36. It shall be the daty of the Girdawars, the Deputy Su- 
perintendents, and of the Superintendent to arrest both the perpe- 
trators of and the accessories to murder, dacoity, &., and after the 
completion of the Svoruthal to forward them fo the Foujdar or to 
the local Nazim or Zilladar with tho Misyil anda record ‘of the 
previous character of the prisoners, 


37, On the arrival of the criminals it shall be the duty. of 
the Nazims and Zilladars to examine the depositions, to rocord 
either supplementary or fresh evidences of the ease, and when it js ° 
above their power of trial and decision to forward the Missil’.40. 
the Foujdar who, in his turn when the case exceeds hia power shall ~ 
forward it to the appellate court aud the latter to the Council, «> ‘j 


58. In forwarding all cases to the Zilladars, Nuzima, and the \ 
Foujdar, it shall be the duty of the Superintendent and the Deputy 
Superintendents to record the history of ihe cases, the previous .- 
charaeter of the prisoners, their caste, residences and occupation, 
also those of the accomplices of the crimes with their individua 
opinions on the merits of the cases. :

39. On arrival of the Missils and tho ‘prisoners at the. court 
of the Foujdar it shall be the duty of the latter to detsin them in 
his lock-up, or when the offences are bailable to release the prisonors 
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on bail, except in such cases in which bad character of prisoners , 
has been entered against their names by the authorities for the 
suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity or the Nazims or Zilladars, 


40. Itshall be diseretional with the Foujdar either to pass sen- 
tences after the examination of the Missils, or to institute fresh in« 
vestigations of the cases either at the instance of the prisoners, their 
vakeels or representatives, or when the Magistrate himself finda 
the preliminary investigation to be defective either in point of 
law or procedure, ; : 


41. Should any party in any case’ contradict his former 
evidence or declaration given or made before the authorities for the 
suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity, it shall be the duty of the 
Foujdar, the Nazims or Zilledars to examine the witnesses of the 
said evidence or declaration, and to substantiate or annul it accord. 
ing to their depositions, 


42. Great facilities should be given to the prisonets to defend 
themselves either by Vakeels or other representatives in the Origin- 
ul Court before conviction and in Courts of Appeal too, 
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43, Appeals ehall lie at the option of the prisoners or parties 
ofa case, from the decision of Nozims and Zilladars to the Court 
of the Foujdar, and from the decision of the latter to the appellate. 
court and to the Judicial committee of the Council. ‘ 


44, It shall be the duty of the Judicial authorities, after con- 
viction, to provide sovere punishment for the offences committed — 
under this act. : ; 


45, All offences under this act shall be tried and dealt with 
the existing criminal laws, a 


46. A higher rate of punishment should be provided for such — 
offender as having been once convicted of erime or crimes under 
this Act has a second or third time come under conviction of the® ° 
said crime or crimes, also for those of the police and bad characters 
of the establishment who knowingly, or with malicioua intent, or: 
for private motive implicate honest people with false charges. 
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47, Tt shall not be lawful for the officers and other indivi- 
duals connected with the department for the suppression of Thuggay 
and Dacoity to receive any gratification from any subject either in 
money, articles, supplies, &e., and such gratification if proved against, 
any incumbent of the department, he shall besides being fined and 
removed from office be liable to suffer severe punishment of the 
criminal law for bribery. 


48. All Jugeerdars, Patela, Bhomias, Tributaries, Putwaries, 
heads of villages &¢., shall be held responsible for the occurrence 
of any offences under this act within their respective jurisdictions, : 
and it shall be their duty always and under every circumstance ta 
counteract the reeurrence of the said offences, a3 


49. Tt shall be binding upon all Jageerdars,. Pateld, Bho- 
ias, Tributaries, Putwarces, and heads of villages to aid when 
ary with sowars, sepoys and guns the Raj Military force in’ 
their respective zillas for assistance and co-operation in the objeat of 
tho suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity, ; 






50, ‘Nhe said sowars and sepoys shall act under the orders of 
the officers commanding the Military foree and under the orders 
of the Girdawars, the Deputy Superintendents and the Superinten- 
dent for the suppression of Thuggy aud Dacoity. 
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51. All Jageerdars, Patels, Bhomias, &c., shall be bound to 
pay the full amount of fine to the Jeypore Government for losses 


in dacoity, highway robbery, &c., either of the native or foreign 
subjects. 


52. It offen happens that merchants or other persons travel- 
ling on highways, or goods sent in on such highways have not 
adequate guard to protect them, and that is the reason of tempta- 
tion for theft or plunder of such goods, &c., under such circum- 
stances, and when travellers make increased demand for compensa- 
tion than their actual loss, it shall be the duty of the Jcypore 
Government either to refuse compensation or to pay a fraction of 
the whole demand according to the truth or falsity of the demand 
as clicited by investigation, and to credit the balance with the 
Department for the suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity for ex- 
penditure on items of public benefit. 


53. The said Jageerdars, &c., besides the payment of the fine 
as detailed alove shall be liable to such punishment as the Raj 
autlforities may decide for them avcording to the circumstance of 
the robbery, &e. : 


54. It shall he lawful for the Jageerdars, &c., in their turn 

to realize the amount of compensation or fine from the village or 
villages, or the party or parties in which, or by whom the Yepreda- 
tions have been committed, provided the crime or crimes are proved 
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hy the authorities far the suppression of Thuggy and Dacoity to 
have been committed ip the said village or villages, or by the ssid 
party or parties. 


55. On no account and under no circumstances ’ whatever 
shall innocent persons be made to pay the share of compensation 
or fine for the depredations committed by others. : 


5G. It shall not be lawful for men of bad and disreputable 
character to keep horsos and camels in exceaa of the number of their 
absolute requirements, and the said bad and disreputable characters 


shall he required to dispose of such horses and camels within si” 


months from the date of the passing of this Act. And in the 
event of non-compliance with this order the said horses and camela 
shall be forfeited and sold Ly auction, 


57. Shonld it be proved to the authorities for the suppression 
of Thuggy and Dacoity, or to the Nazims or Zilladars that any 
Jageordar, Patel, Bhomia &e., uao the practice of aiding or abetting 
in murder, theft, dacoity, highway robbery, &., or become acces- 
sory to any such crime or erimes, they shall call for an explanation 
of the fact from the said Jageordar, &o. and on receipt of the 
said explanation shall forward it to the Jeypore Gavernment with 
auy other paper or proof that may be available on the occasion, - 
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68. Provided it ia the order of tho Maharaja it shall be the 
dniy of the Jeypoor Government on guch occasions to inetitnte. 
enquiries, and to make investigations of the truth of the repof 
cither through the Department for the suppression of Thuggy and 
Dacoity, or through any other souree, 


59. Provided it.js the order of tho Maharaja it shall be the duty 
of the Jeypoor Government on proof of the offence or offences aa dea~ 
cribed in’ Section 67 of this Act against any Jageerdar, Patel, Bho- 
mia, or subject of any class to punish him on the first instance with 
n fine not exceeding: the sum of Rupees (5,000) five thousand ; ..On 
the second instance by a fine not exceeding the sum of Rupoew 
(10,000) ten thousand ; andon the third instance by the attaghs 
ment of a part of estate of such Jageerdar, Patel, Bhomia, subject 
&e.; should the erime occur a fourth time with one and the same 
individual, Jageerdar, &e., it shall be the duty of the Jeypoot 
Government to confiscate the whole and entire estate of tho said

60. Should ite further proved that any fort, stronghold, 
entrenchment, &e., situate in the confiseated Jageer had been, or-is, 
the asylum of men of bad or disreputable character, or that mischic- 
vous or treasonable counsel or consultation had taken place, or is 
going to take placo within the precincts of the said fort, strong- 
hold, cntronchment, &c., previous to or at the time of confiscation of 
the aforesaid Jageer, &c.,; or should any person or persons oppose 
with or without arms from inside such fort, &e., the right of confia- 
cation or the exercise of lawful authority of this Government 
in connection therewith, it shall be the duty of the Government 
with the permission of the Maharaja to demolish or raze” to the 
ground the said fort, stronghold, entrenchment, &¢, 
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G1, Provided it is the order of the Maharaja, it shall be tho 
duty of the Jeypore Government to imprison, transport, or to keep 
under surveillance in any fort, stronghold or ‘entrenchment either

65. Should any criminal whether amongst the subjects of any 
foreign state or of the Jeypoor Government, and whether the crime 
be perpetrated in the Jeypoor or forcign territory conceal himeelf, .

through any village of the said state for foar of apprehension, trace, 
or detection, it shall be the duty of the owner of the said. village:

(68, Should the crime of forcible opposition to the surrender or 
apprehension of any criminal be proved against any Jageerdar, 
Vatel, Bhomia, &e., he shall be liable to such punishments as are 
described in Seetions 59, 60, and 61. 


69, Tn matters of apprehension of criminals or tho execution 
of orders of Government should any criminal himself or his sup. 
‘porters oppose with arms the said apprehension or the execution of 
orders, and thereby canse violence to the police, and the said pelice 
retaliate on such occasions either for self-defence or the execution 
of their legitimate duty, and thereby wound or murder the opposing 
party the same ghall not amount to crime, nor shall it be liable to 


punishment, 


70, Should any Jageerdar, Patel, Bhomia &e., tacitly evade 

the duty of aiding and assisting the authorities for the suppression 

- of Thiggy and Dacoity in the matter of trace, information, 
apprehension, &e., of thieves, murderers, dacoits, highway 
robbers &,, or shoud any dageerdar, &c., tacitly or neg 
lectily allow any criminal te eseape trace or apprehension 
when the said Jayeerdur knew the individual or the individuals to 
be criminals, or when he could in the first instanee“arrest or ap- 
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prehend them, or when guch criminal or criminals had previous 
to their escape been within the reach of such Jageerdar &e., and 
the said Jageerdar &c., had passively allowed the eseape of such 
criminal or criminals, he shall be linble to a fine according to the 
state of his Jageer, but not exceeding the sum of Rupees (5,000) 
five thoueand.

73, When necessary and expedient the Department for the 
suppression of Thugey and Dacoity shall either at ita own re nest 
or al the request of the Jeypoor Government, its several Judicial’ 
departments, or the Nazims or Zilludars, investigate any special: 
criminal case and forward the proceedings of the case with’ the 
prisoners, witnesses Ke., to the Original Court or to the department 
from which the request was made, : 
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74. When any ense of thuggy, dacoity, -highway robbery, 
theft or murder be in connection with the jurisdictions of the: 
civil courts, revenue settlement, assessment, SUEY, execution of 
decrees &e , the same shall be investigated on the spot by the Nazima 
und Zilladurs in| company and with the aid of the officers of the 
department for the suppression of Thuggy and Ducoity, and the 
file of the case shall be forwarded to the Foujdar for decision

75, Tho Military foree and the police under the orders of the, 
Department for the suppression of 'Thuggy and Dacoity shall, 
when necessary for the apprehension, arrest &e., of criminals or 
for any other parpose or purposes of the public service aid, assist, 
or execute the orders of the Nazima, Zilladars and the #oujdar:
